JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 4d.—l1lar-
nwon Murray, the notorious colored out-
law, who has defied the authorities for
nearly a4 year and terrorized u wide
section ot country, was Killed about
duylight this morning by Hardy Early,
a volored lad of 110 The Killing oce-
curred in 2 swamp near Archer, Fla.
Murray called on Larly about 4 o’clock
and ordered him to go with him to
Archer, where he said he wias going to
“kill some erackers” and then leave
Alachna County.  Early did not want
to go and said he had no gur, hut Mur-
ray took Ilarly to the latter’s brother's
house and made him produee a double-
barrel shot gun. Doth barrels were
loaded with buekshot and Early put
lifteen more In each barrel. The two
then started toward Archer, having to
pass through it swmnp on the way.
When they got into the swamp Early
vretended he did not know the trail
and asked Murray to lead. Murray
took the lead, and immediately Larly
poured the contents of both barrels into
the back of Murray's head, killing 1 im
mstantly, Farly then notilied the peo-
ple at Archer, and a crowd went to the
spot, brotght the corpse to town, an.d
afterwarnds sent it to Gainsville. Tix-
citement there was intense, as seversl
Iynchings of Murray's confederaises
have occurred in that viemmity. Barly
was the hero of the hour and was
monuied on a box 7 om which he made
w speecn describing the affair. e will
el S1500 In rewards.

This feeling is niuch stronger than
any animus ever fell against the Aus-
trians, as the Hungarians look upon
Liussia as an outside galion that inter-
fesedto prevent them from gaining their
independence, when they were about to
grasp it. 1t is said that Hungarian ehil-
drenare tanght to remember {9 and the
share of [tussia in that year of tragedy,
FFor this reason the eritic quoted sug-
gests that ITungarian vengeance would,
i a conllict with Liussia more Llhan
make up tor lack of discipline.

A Vienna correspondentsays that the
plan Lo ereet a monument to Mouraviell,
tle hanginan of Poland, at Wilna, is at-
tributed to & purpose on Lhe part of the

{ussinos to inspire terror in Polund by

recalling the puaish ment of the Polish
insurgents m 1863, The sguarein which
the monument is to be put up witness-
ed the hapging of scores of PPolish pris-
oners, acd the statne will stand on
the very site of the gallows on which
the vietims perished, Notwithstand-
ing in this reminder, and the increased
rigor of Russian rule in Poland, the
Iussian PPoles do not conceal thelr pi-
iriotic feellng, and it is believe!l in
Vienna that they could be depended
upon to recruit the Austrian armies in
o war ageinst Russia

Iucalenlable Injury to Cotton,

The weekly wenther and erap bulle-
tin of Lthe South Carclina Weather ser-
vice, in co-operation with the United
States Weather Durean, for the week
ending Satwiday, i3 as follows: The
vainfall for the past week was ap-
purently below normnal, temiperature
and sunshine below thieaverage, which
was injurious to the cotlon  crop.
There can be no oubt but that the
eotion erop has been seriously injured
by the excessive and continned raing
almost daily in August, and for the
past week the condition i the crop has
not been improved by the low tempera-
ture and iittle sunshine. The early
cotton hias shedded its fruit, bolls rotted
and seeds in the open bolls sprouted,
thereby greatly injuring the staple.
seald and rust is reported In many see-
tions. In s:iff clay lands the colton
crep bias not been so materially injured,
The young cotton hus grown rapidly,
shedding muchof its truit. The mjury
to the cotton crop is viriously esti-
mitted at from 20 to 3U per cent., snue
farmers putting it mueh higher.
